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Placentia City Council Initiates 5% Utility Users Tax 
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PLACENTIA — A five per cent 
utility users tax was imposed on 
the citizens of Placentia by a 3-2 
vote of the City Council at its 
regular meeting last Tuesday. 

The tax is expected to raise 
$1,813,000 over the next ten years 
to be used in the construction of 
capital improvements, such as a 
fire station, police facility and 
city hall. 

Councilmen also set up a special 
fund for all money received from 
the tax and specifically 
earmarked it for capital 
improvements over the objections 
of Councilman John Tynes, who 
felt that some of the money should 
go into the general fund for added 
personnel. 

Other councilmen said the use 
of the tax money for capital 
improvements would free some 
general fund money now used for 
that purpose. 

Supporting the full five per-cent 


tax were Mayor Robert Finnell, 
and councilmen Robert Langer 
and Jack Gomez. Finnell 
commented that he favors a bond 
issue for these projects ordinarily 
but pointed out that bond issues 
must be repaid with added 
interest, which would probably 
come from the property tax. He 
remarked that this would free the 
property tax funds from capital 
improvement items. 

Councilman Richard Demmer, 
in opposing the tax, said that the 
city should only assess 2 V 2 per¬ 
cent and use a bond issue for 
construction of the new civic 
center. 

Tynes opposed the tax because 
he saw nothing in it to improve 
employee working conditions. He 
commented that some of the 
money should be diverted to the 
employees in which case he said 
he would vote for it.

Brea Will Supply Police 
Service To Yorba Linda 


YORBA LINDA — Beginning 
October 1 Brea will be providing 
police service to Yorba Linda 
under an 18-month contract 
superseding the present 
agreement with the county, which 
has been in effect since the city 
incorporated. 

Under the agreement there will 
be two cars in the city at all times 
as compared to one car in the day 
and two at night from the county. 
The Brea cars will cover only the 
city while the county cars had to 
serve all county land in the area, 
in addition to Yorba Linda. 

The contract will cost the city a 
total of $329,164.50 for the 18 
month period, equivalent to 
$219,442,92 per year. The contract 
with the county was costing the 
city about $209,000 per year for 
considerably less service. 

When service is begun a phone 
line with a local number will be 
installed into the Brea police 
station. It will be answered 
“Yorba Linda Police 

Department.” In addition the 
Yorba Linda city seal will be 
placed on cars operating within 
the city. 

According to City Administrator 
Darrell Dalton, this is the first 
case of one city providing police 
service to another city in 
California as far as he knows. 


The change was made because 
of increasing dissatisfaction with 
the service provided by the county 
and because of steep increases in 
the contract price from the county 
each year.
